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MARSHALL  HALL’S 

EEADY  METHOD  IN  ASPHYXIA. 

1st.  Treat  the  patient  instantly  on  the  spot,  in  the  open  air , freely 
exposing  the  face,  neck,  and  chest  to  the  breeze,  except  in  severe 
weather. 

2d.  In  order  to  clear  the  throat,  place  the  patient  gently  on  the 
face,  with  one  wrist  under  the  forehead,  that  all  fluid,  and  the 
tongue  itself,  may  fall  forward,  and  leave  the  entrance  into  the 
windpipe  free. 

3d.  To  excite  respiration,  turn  the  patient  slightly  on  his  side, 
and  apply  some  irritating  or  stimulating  agent  to  the  nostrils,  as 
VercUrine,  dilute  Ammonia,  etc. 

4th.  Make  the  face  warm  by  brisk  friction ; then  dash  cold  water 
upon  it. 

5th.  If  not  successful,  lose  no  time ; but,  to  imitate  respiration, 
place  the  patient  on  his  face,  and  turn  the  body  gently,  but  com- 
pletely, 071  the  side,  and  a little  beyond;  then  again  on  the  face,  and 
so  on,  alternately.  Repeat  these  movements  deliberately  and  per- 
severingly,^ifee«  times  only  in  a minute.  (When  the  patient  lies  on 
the  thorax,  this  cavity  is  compressed  by  the  weight  of  the  body,  and 
expiration  takes  place.  When  he  is  turned  on  the  side,  this  pressure 
is  removed,  and  inspiration  occurs.) 

6th.  When  the  prone  position  is  resumed,  make  a uniform  and 
efl&cient  pressure  along  the  spine,  removing  the  pressure  immedi- 
ately, before  rotation  on  the  side.  (The  pressure  augments  the 
expiration ; the  rotation  commences  i7ispiration.)  Continue  these 
measures. 

7th.  Rub  the  limbs  upivard,  with  fiim  pressure  and  with  energy. 
(The  object  being  to  aid  the  return  of  venous  blood  to  the  heart.) 

8th.  Substitute  for  the  patient’s  wet  clothing,  if  possible,  such 
other  covering  as  can  he  instantly  procured,  each  bystander  sup- 
plying a coat  or  cloak,  etc.  Meantime,  and  from  time  to  time,  to 
excite  inspiration,  let  the  surface  of  the  body  be  slapped  briskly  with 
the  hand. 

9th.  Ruh  tlie  body  briskly  till  it  is  dry  and  warm,  then  dash  cold 
water  upon  it,  and  repeat  the  rubbing.  . 

Avoid  the  immediate  removal  of  the  patient,  as  it  involves  a 
dangerous  loss  of  time;  also,  the  use  of  bellows,  or  any  farcing  in- 
strument; al.so,  the  warm  bath,  and  all  rough  treatment.

METKIC  OR  FRENCH  DECIMAL  SYSTEM 
OF  WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES.

The  metric  system  is  based  upon  the  meter,  which  is  the  standard  unit 
of  length  of  that  system,  and  equal  to  39. 370432  inches,  or  abou4  10  per  cent, 
longer  than  the  yard. 

The  metric  unit  of  fluid  measure  is  the  liter  — the  cube  of  Meter, 
or  lOOOCubic-centimeters  — equal  to  about  34  fluid  ounces. 

The  metric  unit  of  weight  is  the  gram,  which  represents  the  weight  of 
one  rubic-centimeter  of  water  at  its  maximum  density.  It  is  equal  to 
about  1.5  grains. 

One  CUBIO-CENTIMETEE  is  equal  to  about  16  minims. 

Is  WRITING  PRESCRIPTIONS  IT  IS  SUFFICIENTLY  ACCOEATE  AND  SAFE  TO  CON- 
SIDER 1 GRAM  AS  EXACTLY  EQUAL  TO  15  TROY  GRAINS,  AND  TO  CONSIDER  I 
CUBIC-CENTIMETER  AS  EQUAL  TO  15  MINIMS. 

We  accordingly  liave  : — 

1 Gram  equal  to  troy  grains. 

1 troy  grain  equal  to  y^^Gram. 

1 Cubic-centimeter  equal  to  ^ fluid  drachm. 

1 fluid  drachm  equal  to  |^Cubic-centimeter. 

Hence  — 

1.  To  CONVEET  TROT  GRAINS  INTO  OEAM3,  OR  MINIMS  INTO  CUBIC-CENTIMB- 
TEES  : — 

a.  Divide  hy  10,  and  from  the  quotient  subtract  one-third ; or,  b.  Di-

2.  To  CONVERT  APOTHECARIES’  DRACHMS  INTO  GRAMS,  OR  FLUID  DEACHMS 
INTO  CUBIC-CENTIMETERS,  multiply  by  4. 

In  writing  prescriptions  the  “Gram"  (abbreviated  “Gm.")  and  “Cubic- 
centimeter,”  (abbreviated  “C.  c.,”  which  may  be  called  “ fluigram,”  and 
written  “f  Gm”)  only,  should  be  used. 

All  other  terms,  and  units,  and  prefl.xes,  used  in  the  metric  system,  may 
be  wholly  ignored  by  the  physician  and  the  pharmacist.*

To  write  a prescription  for  fifteen  doses  of  any  medicine,  write  it  first 
for  one  dose  in  grains  and  minims,  and  then  substitute  the  same  number 
of  “Grams "and  “fluigrams,”  thus: —

cases),  English  numerals  being  more  convenient,  and  at  least  equally  ex- 
plicit.

The  Gram  and  the  Cubic-centimeter,  {^fluigram)  when  referring  to 
liquids,  may  be  considered  a.s  equal  quantities,  except  the  liquids  be  very 
heavy  (ns  in  the  case  of  chloroform)  or  very  light  (iw  in  the  case  of  ether). 

Measures  may  be  discarded  and  weights  exclusively  employed,  if  pre- 
ferred. All  quantities  in  a prescription  would  tlien  be  expressed  in  grams.* 

The  ayerage  “drop”  (water)  mav  be  considered  equal  to  0.05  (’.  c.,  or 
0.05  Gm-  An  average  teaspoon  holds  5 C.  c.,  and  an  average  tablespoon 
20  C-  C-  Decimal  nunibei's  should  be  used  ns  far  as  practicable  without 
sacrifice  of  accuracy  as  to  strength  and  dose  of  the  preparation.  It  is  safe 
to  prescribe  30  Gm.  for  one  troy  ounce,  and  250  C.  c.  for  eight  fluid  ounces. 

The  above  contains  all  that  it  is  necessary  to  know  or  learn  of  the 
metric  system  in  order  to  write  metric  prescriptions,  without  a metric 
posological  table,  or  with  one. 

To  become  familiar  with  tlie  system,  the  rules  given  above  for  the  con- 
version of  Apothecaries'  weights  and  measures  into  the  corresponding 
metric  quantities,  may  be  profitably  used,  the  results  to  be  verified  by 
comparison  with  the  following

* As  any  liquid  medicine  must  necessarily  be  administered  to  the  pa- 
tient in  meAimtrril,  and  not  in  weighed  dose.s,  it  will  of  course  be  more 
convenient  to  the  pliysician  to  continue  to  make  use  of  fluid  measures 
in  writing  prescriptions,  especially  as  he  is  already  accustomed  to  this, 
and  would  not  then  have  to  liear  in  mind  the  specific  gravity  of  am/ liquid 
ingredient  in  the  pre.scription.  To  the  pharmacist  it  makes  but  little  dif- 
ference, as  he  will  have  Doth  weiahts  and  measures,  and  can  use  one  or 
the  other,  ns  may  be  directed.  If  the  physician  discards  ineasuresl  be 
must,  of  necessity,  so  adjust  the  proportion  in  liis  formula  as  to  produce  a 
mixture  of  wliicli  after  all  the  dose  must  be  a “ teaspoonful,”  or  some 
other  convenient  measure,  and  this  is  as  unnecessary  as  it  is  iliffic’’^-.

A List  of  the  Most  Important  NEW  REMEDIES, 
AM)  A Few  Old  Ones  which  have  recently 
BEEN  revived. 

BY  IIENKY  IMOKEIS,  M.D. 

ABRUS  PRiECATORIUS— (Jee/Hw-ii'/y) — useful  iu  intractable  forms 
of  eye  disease,  os  granular  conjunctivitis,  inveterate  pannus,  corneal 
ulcers,  etc.,  but  requires  caution  in  its  use.  It  sets  up  a severe  con- 
junctivitis, which  may  bo  purulent,  and  vvliich  on  subsiding  leaves  the 
conjunctiva  in  a healthier  condition.  Take  32  well  pulverized  seed, 
triturate  and  then  macerate  tlieui  for  24  hours  in  600  Gm.  of  cold 
water,  then  add  500  Gm.  of  hot  water,  and  filter  the  liquid  immediately 
on  cooling.  Bathe  tlie  eye  3 times  daily,  for  3 days,  wlien  sufficient 
inflammation  will  be  induced. 

ADONIDINE  (recently  obtained  by  Cervello  from  Adonis  vernalis), 
similar  in  its  effects  to  digitalin,  but  much  more  energetic,  as  gr. 
is  sufficient  to  arrest  tlie  cardiac  action  of  a frog.  It  appears  to  have 
no  cumulative  action 

AMBROSIA  TRIFID  A (ihij/ineeti)  recommended  as  a styptic  iu  vari- 
ous hemorrhages. 

ARECA  CATECHU  {Betel  nut).  The  seed  are  recommended  as 
anthelmintic. 

ASPIDOSPERMA  QUEBRACHO  {Quebracho  hark),  acts  princi- 
pally upon  the  respiratory  motor  apparatus,  rendering  tlie  breathing 
deeper  and  slower.  It  is  very  beneficial  in  various  forms  of  dyspnoea 
(as  that  occurring  in  empliysema,  asthma,  bronchial  catarrh,  etc.), 
and  has  also  been  given  as  an  astringent  in  diarrhoea.  It  does  not 
prove  of  as  much  benefit  in  astlima  due  to  valvular  disease,  as  in  other 
forms  of  the  affection.  Dose  of  the  JliUd  extract  ||(  xx-f5j. 

BERBERIS  AQUIFOEIUM  ( Oregfon-^rtipe  root)  is  recommended  as 
an  alterative  and  tonic  in  scrofula,  secondary  and  tertiai-y  syphilis, 
and  chronic  cutaneous  affections,  especially  of  the  squamous  variety,  as 
eczema,  psoriasis,  etc.  Dose  of  the  fluid  extract,  II\x-f3j. 

BETEL  NUT,  see  Areca  Catechu. 

CAFFEINA  (officinal)  causes  cerebral  excitement,  wakefulness,  and 
hallucinations ; at  first  increa.ses,  but  afterward  depresses  the  cardiac 
action  and  arterial  pressure;  and  produces  diuresis  in  from  12  to  24 
hours.  It  is  used  in  nervous  headache  (gr.  j-ij)  in  cardiac  dropsy  (gr.  iv 
gradually  increased  to  gr.  xv  or  even  gr.  x.\x,  thrice  daily)  and  to 
antagonize  opium  narcosis.  It  is  said  to  be  of  great  benefit  in  cases  of 
fatty  heart  when  digitalis  does  not  act  or  is  contra-indicated.  It  is  of 
no  use  in  albuminuria,  when  not  dependent  on  cardiac  disease. 

CASCARA  AMARGA  (tlie  bark  of)  recommended  in  secondary 
syphilis,  as  a tonic  and  alterative,  in  doses  of  Il\.x-f3j  of  the  fluid 
extract. 

CASCARA  SAGRADA,  see  Ithaumus  Purshiana. 

CEREUS  BONPLANDII  and  CEREUS  GRANDIFLORIS 
have  been  recommended  in  palpitation  of  the  heart,  especially  functional 
and  cardiac  dj’spncea.  The  fluid  extract  of  eitlier  may  be  given  in 
doses  of  gtt  x-xxx. 

CHAULMUGRA  OIL.  see  Gynoeardia  odorata. 

CHRYSAROBINUM  {Chrysarobin — officinal)  often  improperly 

called  Chrysophaiiic  add,  causes,  when  applied  externally,  especially 
about  the  head  and  face,  irritation  and  inflammation  of  the  skin  (some- 
times, a papular  eruption)  which  is  not  always  limited  to  the  seat  of 
application.  It  is  an  excellent  application  in  psoriasis  and  the 
various  forms  of  ringworm,  but  should  not  be  used  over  a large  surface 
at  one  time.  The  officinal  ointment  contains  10  per  cent,  of  tlie  drug. 
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CONVALLARIA  MAJALIS  {Lily  of  the  Valley)  is  said  to  stimu- 
late the  central  cardiac  inhibitory  apparatus,  tlius  slowing  the  heart 
and  finally  arresting  it  in  systole  ; the  respiration  is  at  first  increased 
in  frequency,  then  retarded  and  deepened;  the  blood  pressure  is  in- 
creased by  stimulation  of  the  vaso-motor  nerves  and  contraction  of  the 
peripheral  vessels ; the  urine  is  increased  in  quantity  and  reflex 
action  is  lowered. 

It  is  recommended  to  make  the  cardiac  contractions  stronger,  slower, 
and  more  regular;  to  deepen  and  render  easier  the  respiration  in  dys- 
pnoea, whether  cardiac  or  emphysematous  ; as  a diuretic,  especially  in 
cardiac  dropsies;  and  to  lower  reflex  action.  It  should  not  be  used  in 
gastric  or  intestinal  catarrh ; in  acute  affections  of  the  liver,  spleen, 
or  kidneys;  in  inflammation  of  the  uterus  or  ovaries ; in  pregnancy  ; 
in  hemorrhoids  ; or  in  fatty  degeneration  of  the  heart.  The  fluid  ex~ 
tract  may  be  given  in  doses  of  gtt.  xv-xx  every  3 or  4 hours,  until  the 
desired  effects  are  produced. 

CORN  ERGOT  or  CORN-SMUT,  see  Ustilago. 

CORN  SILK,  see  Stigmata  Maydis. 

COTO  BARK  (containing  Cotoin,  Paraeotoin,  etc.)  is  highly  recom- 
mended in  various  forms  of  obstinate  diarrhoea,  cholera  infantum,  etc. 
In  the  diarrhoea  following  typhoid  fever  or  accompanying  phthisis  it 
is  often  curative,  or  at  least  palliative  in  its  effects,  and  diminishes 
also  the  colliquative  sweating  of  the  latter  disease.  It  occasionally 
causes  nausea,  vomiting  and  epigastric  pain,  from  the  presence  of  an 
aromatic  resin  which  it  contains;  but  these  effects  may  be  obviated  by 
the  use  of  coloin  (dose  gr.  ^~iss;  t.  d.)  pr  paraeotoin  (dose  gr.  iv-v; 
t.  d.)  Dose  of  the  tinclure  (10  per  cent,  of  the  bark)  f5j-ij  ; of  the  fluid 
extract  gtt.  i-x  or  xv. 

DUBOISIA  MYOPCEOIDES  (the  leaves  of);  contains  an  alkaloid 
duboisia  (or  duboisine).  Its  effects  are  similar  to  those  of  atropine,  from 
which  it  differs  in  causing  more  rapid  dilatation  of  the  pupil,  total 
paralysis  of  accommodation,  and  in  being  less  irritating.  It  may  be 
used  topically  or  by  subcutaneous  injection ( gr.  g'g). 

ERGOTININE  is  said  to  be  the  true  active  principle  of  ergot,  and  as 
such  is  said  to  be  used  successfully  in  ceises  to  which  ergot  is  appli- 
cable. 

ERIODYCTION  CALIFORNICUM  {Yerba  Santa)  is  recommended 
to  disguise  the  taste  of  quinine,  and  as  an  expectorant  in  chronic 
bronchitis,  etc.  Dose  of  the  fluid  extract,  f5ss-j. 

EUCALYPTOL  (obtained  from  the  essential  oil  of  Eucalyptus  globu- 
lus) is  useful  in  bronchitis  and  pertussis,  and  has  lately  been  strongly 
recommended  as  an  inhalation  in  infectious  diseases,  as  typhoid  fever, 
influenza,  diphtheria,  etc.  In  the  latter  affection,  it  is  said,  the  false 
membrane  is  easily  coughed  up,  and  sometimes  casts  of  the  bronchi 
even,  if  the  patient  is  kept  in  a moist  atmosphere,  which  is  charged 
with  the  vapor  of  eucalyptol  by  means  of  an  atomizer.  Inhalations 
are  also  recommended  in  croup,  bronchitis,  asthma,  etc. 

EUONYMUS  ATROPURPUREUS  (TTalioo)  is  a powerful  hepatic 
stimulant,  and  hydragogue  cathartic.  It  is  said  to  act  through  the 
solar  and  hypogastric  plexus  of  the  sympathetic.  It  acts  upon  the 
kidneys  by  incretising  the  blood  pressure,  and  in  over-doses  causes 
albuminuria.  It  is  useful  in  torpid  conditions  of  the  liver  and  bowels. 
Dose  of  the  extract  (officinal)  gr.  iij-v. 

FRANCISCEA  UNIFLORA  {Manaca)  has  been  recommended  for 
chronic  rheumatism,  chronic  joint  pains,  syphilis,  scrofula,  etc.  Dose 
of  the  fluid  extract,  lT(.v-f5j,  several  times  a day. 
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j FRANKENIA  GRANDIFOEIA  (Yerba  Uetitna)  ia  recommended 
1 as  a local  application  in  all  chronic  catarrhs  of  mucous  membranes, 
j especially  in  chronic  nasal  catarrh,  and  as  an  injection  in  gonorrhoea 

I and  leucorrhiea,  in  the  strength  ot fluid  extract,  f3ij  to  water,  fSiv.  It 

I has  been  used  internally  in  doses  of  Itlx-xx. 

I FUCHSINE  issaid  to  be  ofservice  in  chronic  albuminui'ia  with  oedema. 
Dose,  gr.  j-iij,  thrice  daily. 

GRINDELIA  (officinal ; — the  leaves  and  flowering  tops  of  the  G. 
roftnsta)  slows  the  cardiac  and  respiratory  movements,  and  in  large  doses 
possesses  decided  hypnotic  effects,  during  which  reflex  action,  motion, 
and  sensation,  are  depressed.  It  is  highly  recommended  in  asthma, 
especially  in  the  spasmodic  variety,  and  will  frequently  check  hay 
asthma  and  hay  fever.  It  is  also  recommended  in  chronic  pyelitis  or 
cystits,  etc.  Dose  of  the  fluid  extract,  lT\x-f5J. 

GRINDELIA  SQUARROSA  is  recommended  in  chronic  malaria, 
and  in  enlargement  of  the  spleen,  etc.,  in  which  affections  it  is  said 
to  prove  very  beneficial.  Dose  of  fluid  extract,  U\x-f5ss. 

GUACHAMACA  produces  effects  similar  to  those  caused  by  curare, 
but  differs  in  not  disturbing  the  respiration,  circulation  nor  cardiac 
action.  The  hypodermic  injection  of  gr.  given  to  a young  man 
suffering  with  cramps,  produced  no  effect  for  three-quarters  of  an  hour, 
when  the  patient  suddenly  fell  into  a deep  sleep,  lasting  for  3 hours. 
It  is  believed  to  be  a good  motor-depressant  and  Ijypnotic. 

GYNOCARDIA  ODORATA.  The  seed  of  this  plant  contain  an  oil 
known  as  Chaulrmu/ra  oil,  which  has  been  highly  recommended  in 
leprosy,  especially  in  the  macular  and  anaesthetic  varieties.  It  has 
also  been  used  in  syphilis,  rheumatism,  scrofula,  phthisis,  etc., 
both  internaliy  and  as  a local  application.  Dose  of  the  oil,  gtt.  v;  of 
the  powdered  seed,  gr.  v,  in  pill. 

HOANG-NAN,  see  Stryclnios  gaultheriann . 

ICHTHYOL  (derived  by  distillation  from  a bituminous  mineral  found 
in  small  quantites  in  the  Tyrol)  contains  10  per  cent,  of  sulphur,  and 
is  recommended  for  eczema,  applied  locally.  It  is  also  strongly  recom- 
mended as  a local  application  in  acute  and  chronic  rheumatism,  at  the 
same  time  that  the  salicylic  acid  treatment  is  being  given  internally. 
It  has  been  used  locally  in  gout.  Occasionally  it  causes  a superficial 
inflammation  of  the  skin. 

JAMAICA  DOGWOOD,  see  Piscidia  erylhrina. 

JEQUIRITY,  see  Abrus  prsecatorius. 

KAIRINA,  in  doses  of  gr.  v-viii  every  hour,  is  recommended  as  the 
“most  certain, most  powerful,  and  most  rapid  ” antipyretic  we  possess, 
andis  given  in  all  conditions  of  hyperpyrexia. 

LILY  OF  THE  VALLEY,  see  Convallaria  Majalis. 

LIPPIA  MEXICANA  has  been  recommended  as  a sedative  and  ex- 
pectorant, in  various  bronchial  affections. 

MANACA,  see  Franciscea  uidflora. 

MANGIFERA  INDICA  {Mango)  has  been  used  in  the  treatment  of 
diarrhoea,  dysentery,  inflammation  of  the  uterus,  etc.,  and  as  an  in- 
jection in  gonorrhcna,  leucorrhoea.  It  is  said  to  check  profuse  men- 
struation and  also  the  hemorrhage  which  follows  a miscarriage.  Dose 
of  the  fluid  extract,  ITlx-f3j. 

MENTHOL  (Peppermi/if  camphor)  has  antiseptic  properties  similar  to 
thymol.  It  has  been  principally  iised  as  a local  application  in  the 
treatment  of  neuralgia  of  various  kinds,  as  neuralgia  of  the  5th  nerve, 
cervico-brachial,  intercostal,  and  lumbo-abdominal  neuralgia,  or  in 
sciatica,  in  which  affections  it  often  gives  wonderful  relief.  A solution 
(3j  to  alcohol  fSss)  should  bo  painted  over  the  painful  part.  It  has 
also  been  used  in  odontalgia,  apiflied  to  the  cavity  of  the  carious  tooth. 
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MUSCARINA  (an  aciivo  principle  ol)taine<l  iroin  Agaricui  inu*u<iria),. 
causes  profuse  perspiration  and  salivation,  and  increases  the  liepatic, 
pancreatic  and  intestinal  secretions.  It  is  a cardiac  motor-depressant, 
and  produces  dyspnoea  by  contracting  tlie  pulmonary  vessels.  Dote 
gr.  hypodermically.  It  lias  been  recommended  in  the  sweat- 
ing of  phthisis,  in  the  dose  of  Rlv  of  a “ one  per  cent,  solution  of  liquid 
extract.” 

MYRTUS  CHEKAN  has  been  recommended  as  an  expectorant  in 
chronic  “ winter  cough,”  bronchitis,  etc.  It  has  also  been  used  in 
catarrh  of  the  bladder  “and  other  affections  of  the  mucous  mem- 
bran“s.”  Dose  of  tlie./iKid  extract,  f5j-iv. 

NITROGLYCERINUM  {NUroghjcerin — TriitUroglycerln — Glonoin) 
is  used  in  solution  of  the  strength  of  1 per  cent.,  the  dose  of  which  is, 
gtt-j-vj.  Three  minutes  after  taking  gtt.j,  it  is  said,  the  cardiac  action 
is  increased  and  the  sounds  much  stronger,  the  pulse  rises  I'rom  8 to  If! 
beats  per  minute,  and  the  arterial  tension  is  lowered.  Tliese  effects 
last  three-quarters  of  an  hour.  Wlieii  gtt.  ij  are  taken,  tlie  effects  are 
headache  and  hushed  face,  in  addition  to  the  above.  Photophobia, 
and  painful  throbbing  of  the  head  are  produced  by  gtt.  vj.  The 
urine  is  said  to  be  unaffected.  In  toxic  doses,  death  is  caused  by 
paralysis  of  the  respiratory  muscles.  This  remedy  is  highlj"  recom- 
mended in  angina  pectoris  from  any  cause.  It  seems  to  be  of  more 
benefit  in  preventing  the  paroxysms,  than  in  checking  them  when 
present.  It  is  recommended  also  in  the  commencement  of  an  attack 
of  asthma  (especially  if  due  t ) emphysema)  aiid  in  neuralgia. 

NICKEL  ; SALTS  OF.  These  are  said  to  be  e.xcellent  and  powerful 
disinfectants.  It  has  been  found  that  tV  of  a 1 per  cent,  solution  of 
the  chloride,  will  kill  bacteria  termo. 

OREGON-GRAPE  ROOT  see  BerherLs  aguifoUum. 

PARACOTO  BARK  and  PARACOTOIN,  see  Coto  Bark. 

PARALDEHYDE  (a  polymeric  modification  of  aldehyde)  acts  first 
on  the  hemispheres,  then  on  the  medulla  and  cord.  In  large  doses 
it  paralyzes  the  respiratory  centre.  It  diminishes  refle.x  action.  It  is 
a hypnotic,  producing  a tranquil  sleep,  wittiout  unpleasant  aftereffects. 
During  sleep,  the  cardiac  action  is  diminislied  in  frequency  and  in- 
creased in  force.  It  is  recommended  in  the  insomnia  of  various 
mental  disorders,  and  also  in  sleeplessness  from  other  causes.,  as  from 
severe  mental  occupation,  etc.  Dose,  3j-iv. 

PELLETERINA  (or  Pelletiiriiia — the  active  principle  of  the  Punica 
granatumor  pomegranate), is  said  to  be  one  of  the  most  efficient  taenia- 
cides  we  possess.  Dose,  gr.  i v-xv. 

PILOCARPINA  (the  active  principle  of  Pdocaiyus  pennalifolius  or 
Jaborandi)  is  similar  in  its  effects  to  Jaborandi,  and  may  be  used  for 
the  same  purposes,  in  doses  of,  gr.  J^-ss,  hypodermically. 

PISCIDIA  ERYTHRINA  {Jamaica  Dogwood)  is  said  to  be  a narcotic; 
to  diminish  reflex  action;  to  dilate  the  pupil ; to  cause  salivation  and 
diaphoresis;  to  decrease  the  frequency  of  the  pulse,  and  el  e’^ate  arte- 
rial tension,  and  finally,  to  cause  death  by  asphyxia.  It  is  recom- 
mended as  a substitute  for  opium  to  produce  sleep  and  allay  pain. 
Dose  of  the  fluid  extract,  f5ss-j. 

QUEBRACHO,  see  Aspidosperma  quebracho. 

RAGWEED,  see  Ambrosia  Iriflda. 

RESORCIN  (made  by  fusing  certain  gums  with  potassium  hydrate)  is 
a powerful  antiseptic.  Given  internally,  it  at  first  increases,  then  de- 
presses the  circulation,  causes  increased  secretion  from  the  salivary 
and  sudoriparous  glands,  and  depress'^s  the  temperature.  It  has  been 
used  successfully  as  a topical  application  to  ulcers  and  chancres,  and 
as  an  injection  in  purulent  vaginitis.  Internally,  it  is  highly  recom- 
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mended  for  puerperal  fever,  erysipelas  (in  which  disease  it  has  been 
used  hypoderinically),  iiiithrux,  intermittent  fever,  and  in  hyper- 
pyrexias in  doses  of  gr.  xx-3j. 

RHAMNUS  PURSHIANA  (Cascara  Soyradn — Chillern  Bark)  is  a 
good  jind  efficient  cathartic,  highly  recommended  in  habitual  constipa- 
tion. Dose  of  the  Jiuid  extract,  Illx-f5j. 

SAPO  VIRIDIS  {Green  Soap)  is  tised  in  various  skin  diseases,  especi- 
ally of  tiie  scaly  variety.  When  properly  applied,  it  will  generally 
remove  infiltrated  patches  of  eczema  rubrum.  It  is  much  used  to 
remove  scales  and  crusts  in  psoriasis,  seborrhcea,  etc. ; and  will  cure 
tinea  versicolor  if  .rubbed  in  once  or  twice  a day  thoroughly,  and 
allowed  to  remain.  The  part  should  not  be  washed  until  the  filth  day, 
during  which  time  the  treatment  should  be  kept  up. 

SARRACENIA  FLAVA  {Trumpel  plant — pitcher-phmt)  has  been 
used  in  dyspepsia,  acute,  chnmic  and  infantile  diarrhuja  and  chronic 
misal  catarrh, and  as  an  injection  in  leucorrhoeaaud  gonorrhoea.  Dose 
of  the  fluid  extract,  lT[x-f3j. 

SODII  NITRIS  {Sodium  Nitrate),  ia  recommended  as  being  as  active, 
and  reliable  in  angina  pectoris,  as  either  amyl  nitrite  or  nitroglycerin, 
and  having  the  advantage  of  not  causing  lieadache,  giddiness,  or  other 
untoward  symptoms,  when  given  in  medicinal  doses.  Pose,  gr.  ij-v, 
in  water. 

STIGMATA  MAYDIS  {Corn  Silk)  is  recommended  as  a diuretic  in 
those  cases  of  heart  disease  and  albuminuria  which  require  such  reme- 
dies. It  is  said  to  be  a valuable  agent  in  the  treatment  of  cystitis,  etc. 
Dose  of  the  fluid  extract,  foj 

STRYCHNOS  GAULTHERIANA  {Hdang-nan),  in  common  with 
other  members  of  the  same  filmily,  is  a tetanizing  agent.  It  is  recom- 
mended in  leprosy',  syphilis,  scrofula,  various  forms  of  ulcers,  etc.  It 
is  given  in  pill,  combined  with  alum  and  realgar.  Dose,  gr.  j^-ss. 

TRICHLOPHENOL  is  recommended  as  an  antiseptic  twenty-five 
times  more  powerful  than  cartolic  acid.  It  does  not  irritate  the  tissues, 
and  when  applied  in  substance  to  wounds  or  ulcers,  it  has  but  a mild 
caustic  effect.  It  is  said  to  be  a powerful  deodorizer,  and  has  been 
recommended  as  the  best  antiseptic  for  hospital  gangrene,  or  any 
extensive  gangrene  whatever.  Topically,  it  is  said  to  have  been  used 
with  beneficial  results  to  phagedenic  chancres  (2.5  per  cent,  solution 
in  glycerin). 

THYMOL  (a  crystalline  substance  found  in  the  volatile  oil  of  the 
Thymus  vulgaris)  is  a powerful  antiseptic,  analogous  to  carbolic,  acid 
in  its  effects.  Internally  it  is  an  antipyretic  (not,  however,  as  power- 
ful as  salicylic  jvcid)  and  causes  diaphoresis,  and  sometimes  diarrhoea, 
nausea  and  vomiting.  It  is  recommended  in  inflammations  and  ulcer- 
ations of  the  mouth,  and  .'is  an  inhalation  to  diminish  the  expectora- 
tion of  phthisis.  Crystallized  thymol  is  recommended  internally  in 
smallpox,  in  doses  of  gr.  ss,  and  is  used  in  solution  as  a gargle  in  diph- 
theria. 

USTILAGO  (Corn  Smut — Corn  Ergot)  resembles  ergot  in  its  effects 
and  usee,  and  may  bo  given  ‘‘  in  similar  preparations  and  doses.” 

VIBURNUM  (the  bark  of  Viburnum  ^unifoliuvi — Sloe  or  Black 
Haw)  is  said  to  be  a sedative  and  tonic  to  the  nei'vous  centres  govern- 
ing the  uterine  functions.  It  is  recommended  as  an  anti-abortive,  and 
in  all  cases  of  uterine  engorgement,  ovarian  irritation,  etc.  In  irreg- 
ular menstruation  with  dysmenorrhcea  and  e-xcessive  loss  of  blood,  it 
appears  to  be  of  very  great  service.  The  fluid  extract  is  officinal. 
Dose,  fSss-j.  'i 

WAHOO,  see  Euonymus  atropurpureus. 

YERBA  REUMA.  see  Frankenia  Grandifolia. 

YERBA  SANTA,  see  Eriodyclion  Califomicum. 
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SYLVESTER’S  METHOD 

FOR  PRODUCING  ARTIFICIAL  RESPIRATION. 
(From  Dulles'  Accidents  and  Emergencies.) 


Lay  the  person  to  be  treated  upon  the  back,  then  kneel- 
ing behind  the  head,  seize  each  arm  near  the  elbow  and 
move  them  round  horizontally,  first  away  from  the  body, 
then  over  the  head  till  they  meet  above  it  (see  Fig.  1), 

when  they  should  be  given  a steady 
pull  for  a few  seconds.  This  fills 
the  lungs  with  air  by  drawing  the 
ribs  up  and  so  enlarging  the  cavity 
of  the  chest.

The  second  raancEuvre  consists  in  returning  the  arms 
to  their  former  position  alongside  the  chest  (see  Fig.  2), 
and  making  strong  pressure  against  the  lower  ribs,  so  as 
to  drive  the  air  out  of  the  chest  and  effect  expiration. 
This  should  occupy  but  a second  of  time,  and  be  re- 
peated about  sixteen  times  per  minute  for  some  time, 

and  not  abandoned  until 
it  has  been  certainly  as- 
certained that  the  heart 
has  ceased  beating.
